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Why the proposed campaign finance 


reform ordinance 


‘8 scholar of voting rights and 
constitutional law, m opposed 
‘to the Humboldt County Board 
‘of Supervisors’ proposed cam- 
ppaign finance reform ordinance 
that would restrict individual campaign 
donations to $1500 far county offices. 
| generally support campaign finance 
reforms because most contemporary 
‘campaign funding undermines the very 
purpose of elections. However, these 
reforms must be carefully crafted to be 
effective. No one casts a ballot for the 
Joy of checking a bax; one checks a box 
because it means something. Elections 
‘can be a critical part of the democratic 
process, but only when they lead to 
‘meaningful participation and when that 
participation in tur, dictates policy, 

‘Campaign contribution limits can be 
fone way of improving the electoral pro- 
cess, but the supervisors’ proposed limit 
Is too high to dramatically change the way 
county campaigns are funded and would 
only serve to undermine future attempts 
at reform. 

‘While elections can be a critical part 
cof the democratic process elections 
can also be structured to make casting a 
ballot futile. Districts can be designed to 
limit the power of minority groups (called 
gerrymandering) and certain registra~ 
tion requirements can preclude select 
groups from voting. The way campaigns 
are funded can also exclude people from 
participation, Lawrence Lessig, a leading 
proponent of campaign finance reform, 
\wrate in Atlantic Monthly that only 0.26 
percent of Americans give more than 
5200 to a congressional campaign. This 
‘means that most do not participate in one 
of the first steps of the election process 
— often called the “money primary.” The 
\way campaigns are funded can mean elec- 
tions fal to connect mast people to thei 
government. 

(One way to address this problem is 
through campaign finance reforms. For 
example, some states like Maine have 
instituted public funding of elections. 
‘Maine now has a legislature more rep- 
resentative ofits population than most. 
Candidates for office in Maine are freed

events, and they have an equal incentive 
to talk to all voters, regardless ofa voters 
ability to fund their campaign At the local 
level, limits to carmpaign donations are the 
‘most common campaign reform; although 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, currently has 
publicly funded elections and Portland, 
Oregon, cid until 2010 

Historically there were bans on cor- 
porations fram donating to campaigns, 

235 wel as limits on total campaign 
expenditures, But in recent years the US. 
Supreme Court has been hostile to most 
types of campaign finance restrictions 
However, candidate contribution limits 
are stil allowed for fear of “quid pro quo 
corruption, loosely translated to “this 
for that.” The idea is that this campaign 
contribution can translate into that 
political favor. When a fear of quid pro 
quo doesn't exist, the modern Supreme 
Court has typically ruled against limits on 
campaign contributions 

Unless the board of supervisors fallows 
Albuquerque’ lead with a public fund- 
ing system (my st choice) itis eft with 
contribution limits to candidates. For 
those living in Areata and Eurela, this type 
of campaign funding system i fara. 
‘Areata ha limited contributions since 
1992, curently set at 5190. Eureka caps 
donations at $500. 

IF the way campaigns are funded in- 
fringes onthe basic principle of elections, 
then the funding process i as problematic 
as gerrymandering or restrictive registra- 
tion requirements. Tere ae immense 
benefits to low contribution limits. For 
cone it holds down the cost of elections 
‘Areata Cty Couneil candidates rarely 
spend more than $10,000 to reach voters 
the cost of entry for potential candidates 
is widely accessible. A low limit also al 
lows ahigher portion of the population 
to donate the maximum and inthe end, 

a candidate is no more beholden to a 
wealthy person denatng $190 than to a 
poor person donating $190. Ultimately a 
low limit requies eancidates to fundraise 
from more people, thus invalving more 
people in the money primary 


‘This i not to say that alls roxy with 


contribution limits. Because a candidate 
‘cannot accept one $50,000 check the 
approximate amount needed for a seri- 
‘ous supervisors’ campaign in Humboldt 
County) candidates must spend more 
time fundraising, While we may nat lke 
the idea of candidates spending time 
fundraising, if the fundraising consists of 
{gathering multiple small donations, then 
fundraising and connecting with voters 
‘overlap. A more pressing concem is that 
limits on campaign contributions can im- 
paienon-wealthy candidates. A candidate 
(of sufficient means can simply self-fund 
their campaign. (Limits on candidates 
spending their own money have been 
interpreted as unconstitutional because 
there is na risk of quid pro que corrup- 
tion). A supervisor candidate who can 
write a $50,000 check need not spend 
time fundraising, while the candidate that 
‘cannot needs ta invest significant time 
{gathering small contributions. Although 
‘R warrants mentioning that, historically, 
‘most self-funded candidates lose. 

When we remember the point of 
elections — to involve the public in the 
‘governing process — then the benefits of 
Contribution limits outweigh the nega- 
tives. ince the type of campaign reform 
the county can adopt without challeng- 
Ing Supreme Court precedent i limited, 
the main debates are publicly funded 
elections or the monetary level for a 
contribution cap. Ifthe county goes with 
‘a contribution limit, the amount has to be 
lower than the $1500 proposed, 

‘The donation limit for Congress is 
$2,600; their districts include 700,000 
people, Supervisor districts with approxi- 
‘mately 30,000 people — and the D.A 
sheriff,and coroner offices with 150,000 
people — can get by with substantially 
lower limits. Much of the expense of a 
‘campaign in Humboldt County is eam 
palgn staff, production and distribution of 
literature, and buying advertisements. The 
‘mare people in your district, the more 
literature to mail the more people in your 
district, the more expensive the campaign. 
The other variable for campaign expense 
{s the ate of advertising in your media 
‘market. The Humboldt County media 
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market i one of the most affordable in 
the state. The Sanoma County ordinance 
limits donations to $2,500 but their popu- 
lation is elose to $00,000 people (lots of 
mailers) and Sonoma County is part of San 
Francisco's media market, one of the most 
‘expensive in the country. (Kern County, 
with a media market more similar to Hum- 
boldt County’, caps donations at $500) 
Campaigns are comparatively inexpensive 
in Humboldt County; if we want to get 
significant numbers of people invalved in 
funding them, the contribution limits ean- 
not approach Sonoma County’ 

‘A contribution limit that’s too high 
is nothing mote than a false sense of 
‘campaign finance reform and is worse 
than na limit at all. Any limit —even ane 
that is too high — will likely stop further 
reforms. In the future ifthe previous cap. 
failed to improve the electoral process, 
people will assume that contribution 
limits in general failed. Reform is impor- 
tant, but how that reform is done is even 
more important. The county needs to 
hear from the public regarding publicly 
funded elections and/or the appropriate 
contribution limit. Ultimately, the most 
important limits on public officials (who 
will again become candidates) shouldn't 
bbe donation limits but the concerns of 
their constituents

‘Amendment At fist blush the motion 
is ahead scratcher. After all, what does 
rmatijuana’ classification as a Schedule | 
Controlled Substance — the same desig- 
nation given te heroin, ecstasy and LSD — 
have to do with an alleged murder? 

It the alleged connection between 
Juarez-Madrids death and the 1500-plant 
‘marijuana grow that opened the door 
for the feds to get involved, The federal 
government doesn't have jurisdiction 
‘vera typical local murder, but when 
said murder is allegedly committed in the 
furtherance of another federal crime — 
sy, the manufacturing and distribution 
lf more than 1000 marijuana plants — 
then the doors open. Thats why, back in 
2012, the US, Attorney's Office took over 
the prosecution of Wilde, indicting him 
fon charges of conspiracy to distribute 
‘marijuana, manufacturing more than 1000 
plants, murder in connection with a drug 
offense and murder with a firearm in the 
commission of a drug trafficking offense. 
Wilde faces life in prison if convicted. 

Inhis motion — which should be 
considered a must-read for anyone critical 
of federal marijuana law — Serra cites 
dozens of court cases and studies to 
argue that marijuana has medical benefits 
and therefore is erroneously classified as a 
Schedule I controlled substance. 

Further — with legal arguments titled 

“Cannabis is not a ‘gateway’ drug and does 
not cause death or brain damage” and 
‘Cannabis by itself also does not cause 
fatal car crashes nor adverse effects on 
deiving performance” — Serra argues, 


‘cannabis prohibition itself is irrational, 
because when one compares the social 
effects of prohibition against the social 
effects of decriminalization,a rational 
balancing test or cast benefit analysis 
overwhelmingly favors decriminalization” 

University of California Hastings Col- 
lege of Law professor David Levine said 
Serras argument isa longshot, but an 
interesting one. 

“Serra MO is to put the government 
fn tral," Levine said. “That's what he 
always does. .. He's taking this guy’ case 
and using it asthe platform for a cause: 
But, Levine said, Serra really pushing the 
envelope with this one, saying a ruling 
In Serra favor would be the epitome of 

legislating from the benc! 

Courts, Levine said, have along history 
of reticence when it comes to stepping on 
Congress toes and deciding what eriminal 
laws should be. To make his point, Levine 
pointed to the US, Supreme Court case 
‘of Ewing V. California in which the court 
essentially sid it empathized with a man 
givena life sentence for stealing golf clubs 
Under the state's three-strikes law, but sald 
it was up to the Legislature to decide if 
the law was flawed, Similarly, when a case 
came before the court challenging crack 
cocaine's mandatory minimum sentences 
as being racially biased, the court said the 
law may be bad policy but that it was a 
matter for Congress to decide. (A later 
court ruling gave district judges wider 
discretion in crack cases) Levine said he 
can't imagine a scenario under which 
District Court Judge Edward Chen grants 
Serras mation, 

“Lcan see him saying, Mr. Serra, youre 
making excellent arguments and they 
should be made to the appropriate legisla 
tive committee,” Levine said. But, the pro- 
fessor added, theres a method to Serra 
madness, as he’ ralsing appealable issues 
Inthe ease and may be able to get alittle 
latitude to raise some of these arguments 
during tral, where he would need only to 
convince a single juror to spare his client a 
life sentence. "This is setting things up for 
later” Levine explained, 

‘And even if Serra is samehow success 
fulin throwing the nation’s marijuana 
laws into question, Levine said its not 
likely Wilde will wall free from the mur 
der allegation, 

“Lets assume he wins this thing the 
state would ust take [back Wilde case) 
and prosecute it” Levine said, “Then, it

a ban on growing GMOs in Humboldt Co 


nna recent Friday night in Sep- 
tember, less than two months 
from election day when voters 
will decide whether to ban the 
growing of genetically modified 
‘organisms (GMOs) in Humboldt County, 
Mark Wilson stood between a bright 
screen and his audience inside a lecture 
room at Humboldt State University. 
Wilson, a professor of microbiology and 
genetics at the university, was talking 
about the science and perceptions of 
GMOs and, specifically, comething he calls 
‘the art of misdirection.” 

This, he said, is when people latch onto 
results from fringe studies — for example, 
he said, a since-discredited study in which 
researchers fed glyphosate, the main 
ingredient in the weed-killer Roundup, 
to rats naturally prone to tumors and 
concluded that glyphosate causes tumors, 
(Or when people say herbicide use has 
skyrocketed since the advent of Roundup 
Ready corn, which has been genetically 
‘modified to resist glyphosate, but don't 
‘mention that it's mainly Roundup use 
that’ rten, causing a decrease in the use 
lof mare toxic herbicides. And, Wilson 
sad, i's when these eppo- 
nents call any GMO- 
affirming studies 
biased and 
corrupt,

performed by scientists funded by 
big corporate GMO creator Monsanto 
(most aren't, he noted) — but den't see 
anything wrong with promoting studies 
funded by organic-favaring, GMO-dis- 
‘missing entities, 

Wilson argued these points back and 
forth with a few audience members, 
pointing at charts and other material on 
the screen while his opponents deployed 
their awn arsenal of studies and findings 
The heat rose and, finaly, Wilson inter- 
rupted a man wha was once again detal- 
Ing the dangers of glyphosate, 

“What youre talking about is a bunch 
cof nonsense” Wilson barked, and contin- 
ued his lecture. 

‘Then a woman in the audience sald 
that sheld like to know how Wilson Feels 
about this stuff we are intraducing “into 
‘our environment, into our anly werld” 

She went on, fervently, about flippant 
scientists and how we don't revere our 
world, and concluded with anguish over 
Wilsons discussion of bias, 

‘You equate the special interests of 
organic with Monsanto?" she cried, then 
stamped her foot. “Are you kidding me?”

Wilson said he wasn't kidding; he was 
simply pointing out that bias (and the 
perception of bias) can lurk anywhere 

He wanted people to talk more honestly 
about GMOs, and more broadly — to 
discuss, for instance, the other GMOs not 
created by Monsanto that could benefit 
human and environmental health 

The outrage provoked by his exami- 
nation of the science and perceptions 
involved in the debate over GMOs is not 
Unusual. Sometimes anti-GMO outrage 
has turned nasty: herbicide-resistant 
sugar beets destroyed in Oregon, rice 
engineered to contain Vitamin A— and 
pethaps fend off blindness in poor coun- 
tries — ripped up in the Philippines. 

Into this selence-intensive, emation- 
rolled topic — to GMO ar nat to GMO 
— you, Humboldt voter, must wade if you 
want to understand Measure P before you 
cast a ballot on Nov. 4

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the county, Reports of possible viola- 
tions would be made to the Humboldt 
County Agricultural Commissioner's 
Office, the enforcer. 

Agricultural Commissioner Jeff Dolf 
says he is developing procedures to 
receive and investigate reports in case 
the measure passes In general, as required 
by the ordinance, his office would frst 
examine evidence provided by a cred- 
ible accuser — “Were nat going to take 
anonymous phone calls” says Dolf — and 
notify the accused of the report. The 
accused would have 30 days to provide 
credible proof there's no violation, or, if 
there is, to prove it's been gotten rid of 
The accused could ask for an additional 30 
days to do either of these 

If nothing is done or the reporting time 
passes, the commissioner would send 
samples of the suspect organisms to a lab 
to very whether they've been genetically 
engineered. If so, the commissioner would 
declare the GMOs a public nuisance —a 
threat to health and safety — and destroy 
for remove them. 

‘We don't know what the costs would 
be yet” Dolf says. “One of my concerns is

Rollin Richmond, former HSU president

growing a GMO crop if he or she tells 
Us;no agency keeps track. Some farmers 
talked openly about their GMO corn in| 
2004, during the first push for a GMO- 
{growing ban in Humboldt — and viola- 
tons ofthat ban would have led to fines 
and possibly even imprisonment. Poor 
wording, including an incorrect definition 
fof DNA. and likely the harsh penalties as 
well doomed that measure. 

‘That said, not much silage cor, 
overall is growin in Humboldt — just 
227 acres in 2012, according to the US. 
Department of Agriculture's most recent 
census, a smidgen of the 593,597 acres 
total occupied by farms, Local dairies 
rely heavily on pastures (which comprise 
more than 60 percent of Humboldt's 
farm acreage), and they import much of 
their supplemental feed, 

Nevertheless dary itself is big business 
here. After timber and livestock, dairy 
ranks third highest in annual gross value — 
even though, in 2012, only 62 of the 
total 930 farms in Humboldt were 
dairies. Milk products, as a com- 
modity group, were valued at S73 
million, compared with not quite $4 
million for vegetables, melons, pota- 
toes and sweet potatoes. The total 
value of agriculture products sold in 
Humbolt in 2012 was around $203 
million, Of the 62 dairies, 46 were 
‘organic — comprising a third of the 
roughly 185 total organic farms in 
the county. Most of the other 795 
farms — the conventional dairies, 
livestock, nursery stack, field crops, 
fruit and nut craps and vegetable 
crops — are nat growing GMOs, 


But the possibility 


is there, say proponents of Measure 
P. Other crops are in development, 
they say. (And one angry opponent 
to Measure Phas threatened to 
grow GMO squash if the measure 
passes) That poses what they 
consider to be a very real threat to 
Humboldt’: growing organic com- 
munity 

Backers fear that GMOs can 
contaminate non-GMO crops, their 
genetically modified pallen carried 
by wind or winged creatures to 
neighboring crops, They say such 
contamination could result ina farm 
losing its organic certification. And 
even f contamination didn’ occur, 
they say, the perception would be 
that it could. They worry about the 


Banning GMOs would eliminate those 
risks and consequently, the measure says, 
boost the economy “by helping lacal 
farmers maintain access to the growing 
markets for GMO-free and organic food” 
“We are a community that has relly 
embraced sustainable agriculture,” says 
Schacer, a retired Eureka High School sci- 
tence teacher, “There's a huge mavement 
in community-supported agriculture.

as usual for the conventional farmers, 
most of whom don't grow GMOs. They'l 
be able to keep applying non-organic~ 
approved pesticides and fertilizers and, if 
theyie livestock or dairy farmers, buying 
supplemental conventional and possibly 
even GMO feed.

health and the environment. Those 
ace some of their chief concerns 
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Widespread tattling and bust-ups of non- 
complying crops? Hard to say. Mendacino 
County Agriculture Commissioner Chuck 
Morse says in the 10 years his county's 
GMO- growing ban has been in place, 
there’ only been ane report filed of a 
possible GMO violation, and it proved 
Unfounded. In Areata, which also passed 
a ban in 2004 that also makes it unlaw- 
ful to sell genetically engineered seeds 
and crops, there've been na reported 
Violations, says the city’s environmental 
services director, Mark Andee. 

But neither af those lacales, just like 
Humboldt, had much in the way of GMOs 
inthe first pace.

to find. The anti-P camp is more elusive, 
with no website, ads or signs I has, haw- 
fever, maintained a steady presence in the 
Mad River Union where pieces by Union 
co-founder Kevin Hoover, Wilson, Rich- 
mond and others have accused the anti- 
GMO people of poisoning discussion of 
GMOs with a fear-mangering focus on 
GMO foods and with confirmation bias, 
fF lacking for information, regardless of 
its validity, that supports their beliefs — 
inthis case, that GMOs are dangerous. 
Also, there are the final speakers (includ- 
ing Wilson) in the GMO speakers series 
at HSU; they were added belatedly, ac- 
carding to the Union's Hoover, follawing 
complaints from Wilson, Richmond and 
thers that the frst speakers lined up by 
GMO Free Humboldt’s Schaser were all 
anti-GMO and, Hoover said, “outlier sci- 
entists who dissent from the mainstream 
scientific consensus” 

Wilson, Richmond and others fret at 
how the GMO conversation too readily 
turns politcal with the invocation of the 
name of market-dominating megacorpo- 
ration Monsanto. As a result, say Wilson 
and others, the potential benefits of 
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GMOs not created by Monsanto are di- 
trusted, dismissed, or sometimes not even 
discussed — like the vitamin A golden 
rice, genetically engineered insulin or the 
Rainbow papaya grown by smal farms in 
Hawaii that's been genetically engineered 
to resist a virus that had wiped out that 
state’ papaya industry. 

Still what about thave fears? 

Alison L. Van Eenennaam, who is speak 
Ing at HSU Oct. 3, ica geneticist who 
‘works in animal science at University of 
California Davis! ULC. Cooperative exten- 
sion, She’ become a prominent voice in 
the discussion about GMOs since 2004, 
when the first round of ban measures ap- 
peared on county and municipal ballots. A 
recent review she co-authored, published 
this September, looks at data on world- 
wide consumption by food-producing 
animals between 1983, 13 years before 
genetically engineered crops were intro- 
duced, and 2011 It concludes that there've 
been no ill effects or nutritional changes, 
1 increased infertility oF sickness, in 
the 100 billion animals that ate geneti- 
cally engineered (GE) crops in the 15 years 
post-intraduction. Most af the GE crops 
Inthe world are consumed by these food 
animals — animals we people eat, that is 
‘And, here in the United States, most of 
‘our food animals eat GE crops. 


Reached by phone 


recently, Van Eenennaam said “there's 
literally thousands of studies” that have 
shown that GMOs are nat dangerous, 

The world’s major scientific societies, she 
says, have reached the consensus that 
GMOs currently in public consumption 
are na riskier to people's health, orto the 
environment, than traditionally bred crops 
and animals (including organics}. Only the 
‘methods of thelr creation differ. Unlike 
the slower process of traditional breeding 
cor hybridization, for instance, in genetic 
engineering one can precisely pluck one 
piece of genetic information from one 
‘organism and insert it inta another orgen- 
lems DNA — or put it back into the same 
‘organism ina way that causes it to express 
a different trait, I's more complex, and 

as Richmond laments, more difficult For 
scientists to explain i lay terms. 

Van Eenennaam cautions, however, that 

you can't just say “GE is safe.” 

“That's toa broad!” she said. “That's lke 
saying ‘electricity is safe’ People who've 
been in the electric chair would disagree” 

But you can't say the less-madem 
rmethads of organisrn manipulation are 
necessarily “safe. either. People have 
been breeding organisms to select for 
specific traits, and creating hybrids by 
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crossing two species (such as a horse and 
donkey to get a mule) for thousands of 
years, Both techniques mix masses of 
genes without precision. People also have 
for more than 50 years, used radiation or 
chemicals to induce genetic mutations to 
achieve certain traits 

‘These methods can sometimes pro- 
duce, along with the desired traits, less 
welcome accompanying genetic changes 
(ouch a allergens). 

Genetic engineering, on the other 
hand, is precise although it does require 
the use of bacteria, or other transfer 
‘mechanisms, to insert DNA, which also 
worries some people. 

What about the claim that herbicide 
tse has increased with the advent of 
GMOs? It’ true, she and others say: The 
herbicide glyphosate (Roundup) i used 
miare often now that there are eraps engl- 
neered to resist it. But, they say, Roundup 
can kill more kinds of weeds and is less 


tovie than the selective herbicides (that 
kill specific weeds but not the desired 
crop) conventional farmers previously 
relied on. Roundup, says Van Eenennaam, 

isa very safe herbicide from an ecolog' 
cal perspective. And it doesn't have huge 
Impact on humans; it has way less toxicity 
than coffee" It also eliminates the need 
for afarmer to tll his land before plant- 
ing, which cuts back on fuel use. 

“Then what about crops bred to pro- 
duce their own insecticide? Scientists say 
it’s the same insecticide, compoted of the 
bacteria Bacillus thuringiensis, that some 
‘organic farmers spray on their crops. And 
Wilson points out that even organic and 
conventional, non-genetically engineered 
plants can produce their own pesticides, 
sometimes toxic ones, 

‘And if weeds grow resistant to 
Roundup, or if pests became inured to 
Insecticide-resltant GMOs, then farmers 
‘ean alternate theie control mechanisms, 


she says. “Plant Roundup Ready soy one 
year” she says, “then the next year plant 
a cover crop that's not Roundup resistant, 
and contral weeds with a different herbi- 
cide that takes out any volunteer plants 
that come up that are GE resistant” 

Its the same method, called integrated 
pest management, that farmers have used 
for years, long before GMOs came on 
the scene, to deal with pests and weeds 
that developed resistance to the sprays 
designed to kil them 

Well, can GE crops contaminate non- 
GMO crops, through pollen drift? They 
‘ean, says Van Eenennaam. But farmers 
can do what they always have done 
when they'e afraid of cross-pollination 
from their neighbor's crops — talk to 
their neighbors and stagger theie crop 
plantings so they flower at different 
times, for instance. 

‘Certified organic seed producers have 
been doing this for years to minimize 


cros-polination” from conventional 
crops, Van Eenennaam says, adding that 
“the USDA has said they will not decertify 
an organic grower who's taken reasonable 
precautions — like working with a neigh- 
bor — to avoid contamination”

He wants such options to 
remain open to local farmers. 

He doesnt plan to leave organic farm- 


Ing, he says. He prefers it His organic 
‘cows aren't producing as much milk as his 
conventional cows did because they're 
‘not being “pushed” with extra grain and 
hay. But they'e healthier, living longer and. 
having mote lactations, An organic cow, he 
‘explain, has to go out and harvest at least 
30 percent of het feed from pasture 

'So she’ out there, she's walking 
around, shes getting all kinds of exercise, 
sunshine, rain — and that has to be for 20 
days” John says. “So she's not confined, 
and it just makes for better health 

His conventional cows could produce 
milk for 41/2 years, he says. His organic 
‘cows last for elght. 

But he says neither he, nor anyone else, 
should get to tell another farmer —now 
Cor in the future — what he can grow on 
his own land. The option ta go GMO 
should remain open,

John explains this view: Once the 
ban’ in place, word will et out that 
Humboldt County is “GMO free” and 
some consumers might assume that’s 
the same as organic. So, they might 
unwittingly choose more of the conven- 
tionally grown (and cheaper) products 
— some of which might have been fed 
‘GMOs from elsewhere — over the true 
(but more expensive) organics. 

John Vevodsa says instead ofa ban, 
farmers worried about GMOs and hav- 
Ing their crops contaminated by them 
should just do what organic farmers have 


bbeen doing for years: have buffers, talk 
to their neighbors about when they'e 
growing and when they're spraying 

‘That’ what farmers in San Luis Obispo 
County ended up doing after a GMO- 
banning measure failed there in 2004. 
Mary Bianchi, the county director and 
horticulture advisor for San Luis Obispo 
and Santa Barbara counties, says after 
voters rejected the ban, she continued 
to facilitate a working group that the 
agricultural commissioner had formed to 
come up with practices that would allow 
conventional, organic and genetically 
modified crops to coexist in the county. 
This led to a series of commodity-spe- 
cific publications that growers can use as 
guides for getting along with each ather, 


Bianchi says.

If Humboldt’ ban fils, this isthe sort 
of thinking critics of Measure P hape to 
see come forth. Sure, says Richmond, the 
retired university president and geneti- 
cist, even though GMOs have not been 
proven dangerous, the federal govern 
‘ment could and should do a better job 
of testing foods — “all foods” he says, 
“not just genetically modified foods” 

‘And, he says, perhaps anti-GMOers 
could take a deep breath and acknowl 
edge the potential and already realized 
benefits of genetic engineering. 


But that gets atthe crux of these 
heated political discussions on GMOs, 
and at the heart of what makes such 
discussions so difficult, says Yana Vala- 
chavie, forest advisor and county direc 
tor for the Humboldt and Del Norte 
UL. Cooperative Extension. Valachovie 
‘emphasizes that she and her office 
hhaver't taken a side in the Measure 

P debate because they work with all 
farmers, And she finds compelling argu- 
‘ments on bath sides of the issue. 

The challenging question that every- 
thing boils down to in the GMO debate, 
she says, i: “Are we are more concerned 
about the risks or more hopeful of the

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October Gardening To-Do List

Uutuma seems ta be coming eatier 
this yar, with the spring and sum- 
‘mer drought causing deciduous 
plants to show fall color and drop 
leaves about a month ahead of 
schedule, We also seem to have gotten a 
jump start on our rainy season, whieh means 
the time we've all been waiting for has finally 
arrived: planting season! Here's what to 
tackle in the garden this month. 

Plant hardy perennials, shrubs and trees 
Ie long been ingrained in gardeners that fall 
Is for planting, and that’s absolutely the case, 
Not only can you score some great deals 
at nurseries looking to reduce stock, but 
falland winter rains help plants develop a 
deep root system that wil st them in good 
stead come spring. For immediate gratifica- 
tion, two varieties to consider ae ‘Black 
Magi’ camellia (Camelia japonica Black 


Magic), with gothy burgundy blooms even a 
brooding teenager would lke, and dogwood 
shrubs with colored stems such as our native 
Cornus sericea of the more dwarf Midwin- 
ter Fire’ both of which make a minimalist, 
modern display ina vase 

Fill containers with fall and winter 
plants. As the weather cools the growth of 
plants slows down, so its getting to be your 
last chance to eam your container ull of 
annual flowers and foliage plants and expect 
them to actually filin love evergreen 
sedges such as Prairie Fire! or Ever’ (Carex 
cvs), or cheerful dwarf spurge (Euphorbia 
cvs) such as Ruby Glow, ‘Ascot Rainbow’ 
and Tasmanian Tiger. With some interest- 
Ing colors of viol, lush Bright Lights’ Swiss 
chard, and ornamental flowering kale or cab 
bage, you can create fun combinations that 
will ook good for months to come 

Geek out on some unusual bulbs. 'm 
rot much of a bulb expert, £0 | asked Hans 
Langeveld of Longfield Gardens for some 
‘out-of-the-box picks for eur rainy North 
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Coast climate. Fiilaies, such as Lute 
(Yellow) or Rubra Maxima (orange), area 
‘woodland favorite with a cluster of hanging 
bell-shaped flowers atop elegant bare stems, 
Langeveld says the bulbs should be planted 
B inches under the sol surface, and that 
the aroma of the bulb repels both squirels 
and deer. (No word on whether it repels 
gophers!) Daffodils are another great pick 
for our climate, and he 
recommends Pheasant’ 
ye’ which has a small 
golden center ringed 
With a vivid orange flare, 
and split corona daffo- 
dlls, which have a rufier 
look than the traditional 
ones. Bath are great as 
cut flowers 

‘Transplant anything 
that's in the wrong spot. 
With our fist serious 
rains already arriving, 
this is the perfect time 
to transplant anything 
youve been meaning 
to move. For woody shrubs and trees, only 
transplant thing that have been in the 
{ground fewer than three years, or shrubs 
witha shallow root system such as rhodo~ 
dendrons. Perennial can also be transplant 
led now. Just vait for an overcast day and 
Use a sharp shovel or spade to dig around 
the entizety ofthe plan, making your frst 
‘exploratory digs around the outer edge of 
the plant’ foliage. If the sols crumbling 
away and you ae not cutting roots, you 
can try digging ever so slightly loser to the 
trunk until you do find the ratball.Tempt- 
ing though its, don't dig in soggy soll, as you 
can permanently damage the sol structure. 
‘Much better to dig when dry, and water 
thoroughly after youre done. 

Stop deadheading roses and let them 
form hips. This encourages rases to g0 
dormant gracefully even in warmer coastal 
locations where they might otherwise 
hang on and bloom through the winter Ive 
noticed fewer pest problems in roses that 
are allowed and encouraged to drop their 
leaves and experience a few months of true 
dormancy. Pls, the rosehips ae gorgeous 
toloak at and they can be added to winter 
bouquets or wreaths. If you are an organic 
gardener the high vitamin C content of your 
rosehips can help stave off winter colds if 
brewed into a tart and flavorful tea, 

Prune plants off the house and gutters. 
‘A beautiful planting of shrubs, trees and pe- 
rennials makes a house into a home, though 
there's no denying that plants are better off

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not touching the house itself. Winter winds 
‘can whip shrub and tree branches onto gut- 
ters, windows and walls, which can serape 
off paint and protective finishes and make 
aracket during storms. Also at ths time of 
year ants are rushing around looking for safe 
places to eat, drink and take shelter, and [Ve 
heard from pest companies that they often 
find ant trails going up a tree or shrub onto, 
and then into, the 
house. Thats why now 
isthe perfect time 
to check up an your 
foundation plantings 
to make sure that 
all have been gently 
pruned and guided aff 
of the house 

‘Add seed and 
‘compost to your lawn, 
While lawns are very 
tough once estab- 
lished, cajoling grass 
seeds into sprouting 
and foering a lush 
green carpet can be 
challenging atthe wrong time of year. Its stil 
warm enaugh in October for the seeds to 
sprout, yet its also cool and moist enough 
that the seedlings need less coddling to sur- 
vive. If you have any areas of your lawn that 
are thin or have bare spots, rake a half-inch 
fof compost over the existing grass sprinkle 
seeds over the top, and do one more gentle 
rake to mic the seede with the compost, 
‘Water in, keep it moist, and keep pets 
(especially chickens) off oft until is looking 
thik and healthy. 

Get in the spirit of Halloween by adding 
black plants to your garden. Plants with 
black flowers or foliage go surprisingly well 
In nearly any style of garden, Try Black TaF- 
feta heuchera (Heuchera ‘Black Taffeta) in 
containers or the foreground of the garden 
bed, upright ‘Tuxedo’ Calfoenia lilac (Ceano- 
thus griseus‘FFTO2) along the fenceline for 
vertical accent, Black and White Minstrels’ 
sdanthus (Dianthus chinensis va. hed- 
cdewgi“Black and White Minstrels) eat an 
entry where you can enjy that spicy love 
fragrance, and ‘Black Beard black mondo 
‘728s (Ophiopogon planiseapus ‘Black Beard) 
nestled at the feet of taller gasses and pe- 
rennials.f youre anything ike me, youl fall 
In love with the dark beauty of these plants 
and vil be looking to incorporate them 
year-round. @

First Street Gallery presents A Negotiable Utopia

“simply by dint of ts geographical power 
— its organizational reality — i at the 
center of everything we do,” say Fst Street 
Gallery Director Jack Bentley. "From trans- 
portation to our economy to its effects on 
‘our environment,” he sys, the influence of 
Humboldt Bay cannot be overstated. 

‘This month, Humboldt State University’s 
First Street Gallery presents A Negotiable 
Utopia, a shaw examining how the bay 
shapes life for and s shaped by the people of 
the North Coast, connecting us asa commu 
nity and inking us with the rest af the world 

Situated a block from the bay, the First 
Street Galery is ina unique position to ex- 
amine these issues from an artistic perspec- 
tive. A Negatiable Utopia is part of HSUs 
Artin the Environment series, cambining the 
University’s scientific strengths with artistic 
Vision Indeed, Bentley describes the work 
of the two featured artists as “artful design 
driven by careful scientific observation: 

Mary Mallahan’s monumental seulpture de- 

tails life below the surface, Cynthia Hooper's 

video and essay installations highlight act 
ties above water. 

MMallahan has created an interpretive 
sculpture that presents the bay’ floor as 3 


Visual, color-coded map detailing natural 
and man-made fields. Over 18 feet long, 

7 feet wide and 2 feet high, Mallahan’s 
sculpture is composed of 4 individual 
pieces. Using satellite imagery and scientific 
reports, she divided the bay along its major 
water channels — those aqueous avenues 
still present during low tide — and crafted 
ceramic slabs to form a puzzle-tike model 
of the bay. 

With liberal artistic ieense, Mallahan 
took the generally flat profile ofthe bay 
and added a swelling undulation to reflect 
the local geography adjacent to it. The 
anticlines and synclines, mountains and 
valleys that outline the bay create a sloping 
topography for her sculpture, adding both 
visual interest and visceral form to her work. 

Along the exposed edges of the piece, 
several dstinet layers interpret the structure 
‘of Humboldt Bay's earthen strata. From the 
side, you can see protruding shell frag 
ments, smooth clay deposits, sandy layers 
and rough-textured sediment. These layers, 
while based in science, are nat accurate to 
scale per se, but remind us that the subter- 
ranean surface ofthe bay is comprised of 
countless levels of natural and human-made 
deposit, 

For the top, Mallahan drew upon hard 
geological data to map aut much more 
than mud. Using textured underglazes, the 
surface of her massive sculpture accentu- 
ates the diversity of plant lf, terrestrial 
deposits and marine habitats on the bay, 
clstinguishing tomato red regions of macro 
algae, slvery-green sections of patchy eel 
grass and chocolate-brown blotches of 
oysters and clams. 

Hooper’ interpretation of the bay fo- 


cuses on human interaction with it —fsh- 
ing cranes lining commercial dacks, former 
pulp mills dominating the skyline and power 
plants anchoring the southern shores, Six 
documentary videos capture hard evidence 
‘of the sights and sounds that emerge from 
the water and accompanying essays poet 
cally explain how we've arrived at this is- 
toric clash of natural and economie forces. 

"Humboldt Bay is this ncrecbly exhaus- 
tive topic” gushes Hooper. “Oh my God! 
There’ so

Averaging 10 minutes, each video documents 
‘one of sik topics: water, power, transportar 
tion, conservation shoreline and natural 
resources Each topic gets its own video 
‘monitor and, to one side, an informed essay, 
Hooper says she’ “cleaving tothe factual” in 
her writings, yet “condensing the informa- 
tion ina manner thats entertaining and 
amusing and interesting and has my own 
artistic take nit. 

“The images can rest alone, but beg the 
Viewer to look more closely at the explana 
tions of how things gat this way. Through- 
‘out the installation, the sounds of the bay 
‘mingle to create an aural simulation ofthe 
place and a metaphor forthe overlapping 
Intentions of those who use i 

Hooper shares a story about her project, 
describing how a First Street Galley intern 
was unaware ofthe Coast Seafoods dock

scapes of Humboldt Bay, Hooper sees all 
sides. “We find common ground here and 
yet we find cantroversy in these places, as

to share some of Burton’ late-period 
Inability to sustain tension or invest the 
audience in the lives of characters, More 
than the others, Coraline was able to 
sidestep this shortcoming, likely because 
‘twas drawn from the work of excellent 
storyteller Nell Gaiman. ParaNorman and 
The Boxtrols, though. both suffer from a 
narrative that doesn't live up to the del- 
‘acy and invention of the visuals. 

“The village of Cheesebridge finds itself 
Inhabited by the titular trolls who, clad in 
cardboard boxes, emerge from their un- 
derground lat late at night to pilfer small 
‘tems, Rumar has it they wil also kidnap 
and eat babies, given the chance. There 
's, of course, no evidence to support this 
claim, save for the decade-ago disap 
pearance of a single boy child. That child 
turns out to have been raised by the trolls 
{as one of their own, named Eggs (Isaac 
Hempstead Wright) At the urging af the 
hideously lactose-intalerant extermina- 
tor Archibald Snatcher (Ben Kingsley), the 
smyople, largely absent Lord Portley-Rind 
(Jared Harris) commissions a large-scale 
effort to exterminate the troll, This draws 
Eggs into the harsh light of a confronta~ 
tion not only with polite society, but with 


his true identity. He eventually finds an 
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ally in Winnie (Elle Fanning), the neglected, 
morbidly imaginative daughter of Portley- 
Rind. Betrayals, revelations and a great big 
steampunk climax ensue 

‘The design and technical execution 
of The Boxtrolls ar, it has to be sai, 
second to none, Like other Laika pro- 
ductions, the visual elements rival the 
benchmatk achievements of Nick Park 
and Aardman Animations (Wallace and 
Gromit, Chicken Run) It also boasts 
an incredible cast: Nick Frost, Richard 
‘Ayoade and Tracy Morgan are stand 
‘outs as Snatcher’ henchmen. The story 
itself is awfully conventional, and loses 
momentum about halfway through. Eggs, 
though effectively voiced by Wright, 
isn'ta developed-enough character to 
really root for. And the trlls themselves, 
though certainly ugly enough to be called 
cute, don't get enough attention to serve 
‘as more than background embellishment. 
There are a great number of elements 
to admire here, and each frame contains 
enough detail to make it fascinating, but 
the whole i a litle less than the sum of 
its impressive parts, PG. 97, 

‘THE EQUALIZER. | have foggy memo- 
ries ofthe television show upon which 
this is supposedly based. It yas about a 
slightly stodgy old British guy (Edward 
Woodward) helping peaple in need, 

The main character's motivation in the 
movie is the same, But now he’s played by 
Denzel Washington, is capable of extreme 
violence and takes on the Russian mafia. 
Given a different title | doubt many 
viewers would have made a connection 
between this and the earlier work. 

Robert McCall (Washington) is an unas- 
suming insomniac witha Joe-job ata giant 
building supply store in Boston. He spends 
his sleepless nights in a nondescript cof- 
fee shop, drinking tea and reading great 
novels, He becomes friendly with a wark- 
ing girl named Teri (Chloe Grace-Moret), 
and when her pimp puts her in the hosp 
tal, McCall takes up her cause, When Me~ 
Call attempts to negotiate a cash price for 
her freedom, the pimp refuses, insultingly. 
Thus begins a brutal, protracted war with 
1 Russian crime syndicate, McCall proves 
himself to be almost preternaturaly 
capable when it comes to killing. We get 
little glimpses of his past life, but that’s 
really secondary to watching him dispatch 
trained operators with aplomb. 

‘Twenty years ago, | doubt that The 
Equalizer would have made much of a 
‘mark. But in the intervening years, the 
standard for action movies — hell, for 
movies in general — has declined so 
sharply that to see this, a well-acted, 
competently made, if slighty familiar/de~ 
rivative example of the form, is refreshing. 
Washington makes MeCall much mare 


than he would appear to be on paper. Its 
not necessarily a challenging role ut one 
cean see the craft and care in the perfor- 
‘mance. And for my money, he’ the best 
‘when he’ kicking ass and taking names; 
‘Man On Fire (2004) i still my Favorite, but 
this gets close. Director Antoine Fuqua 
(Training Dey) accasionally gets tangled 
Lp in montages and insert shots, but he 
kenaws haw to geta story moving forward 
The result of their collaboration is a movie 
that should please fans of the gente. It's 
pacey, atmospheric and has some pretty 
Inventive violence. That doesn't mean its 
for all tastes, or destined to be a classic, 
but it exceeded my expectations.
